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DETAILED ACTION 

Status of the Claims 

Claims 1 and 3-8 are pending wherein claims 1 and 6 are amended and claims 2 
and 9 are canceled. 



Status of Previous Rejections 

The previous rejection of claims 6-7 under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicant regards as the invention. The previous rejection of claims 1-4, 6-7 and 
9 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kashiwagi et al. (US 4,640,999) is 
withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments and amendments to the claims. The 
previous rejection of claim 5 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kashiwagi et al. (US 4,640,999) alone, or alternatively with evidence from Sakuma et al. 
(US 4,661 ,666) is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments and amendments to 
the claims. The previous rejection of claim 8 under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Kashiwagi et al. (US 4,640,999) alone, or alternatively with evidence 
from Sakuma et al. (US 4,661 ,666) a applied to claim 5, and further in view of Isberg et 
al. (US 6,239,514) is withdrawn in view of the Applicant's arguments and amendments 
to the claims. 
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Claim Objections 

Claim 1 is objected to because of the following informalities: "at least one copper 
pool phases" in line 3 should be changed to "at least one copper pool phase". 
Appropriate correction is required. 

Claims 4-5 are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .75(c), as being of improper 
dependent form. Applicant is required to cancel the claim(s), or amend the claim(s) to 
place the claim(s) in proper dependent form, or rewrite the claim(s) in independent form. 

With respect to the recitation "according to any one of claims 1 to 3" as recited in 
each of claims 4 and 5, the Examiner notes that claim 2 is canceled, therefore claims 4- 
5 depend from a canceled claim. 



Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claims 1, 3-5 and 8 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which Applicant regards as the invention. 

Claim 1 recites the limitation "the molybdenum particles" in line 6. There is 
insufficient antecedent basis for this limitation in the claim. 
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rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to 
particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 6-7 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: In regards to claims 6-7, the prior art does not disclose or suggest a method of 
producing a material having an average short diameter of 50 urn or more wherein 
copper or a copper alloy would be infiltrated into a compressed or pre-sintered body 
wherein the material would have 10 to 50 weight percent of a copper pool phase.
